The location of the proposed indus- 
try, is the old one story brick 'building 
formerly occupied lis Markle 's Milk 
Office. The place was rented to the 
laundryman by George Markle, owner 
of the property, through John A. Cald- 
well. 

The new member of Narberth 's busi- 
ness fraternity has already begun pre- 
parations for moving in, despite the 
flood of protests from those residing 
near by. 

Many residents, on reading in ''Our 
Town'* last week that such a laundry 
was in contemplation, began investiga- 
tion at once to sec if there was any 
reason why a business more in keeping 
with the tone of our local stores could 
not be secured. Mr. William J. Butler, 
whose home is directly adjoining the 
proposed wash-house, called on Mr. 
Markle, who confirmed the report. Mr. 
Butler asked both Mr. Markle and Mr. 
Caldwell to reconsider the matter, hut 
to no avail. 

The residents of the section then got 
together, and a number of them pledg- 
ed themselves tff share the expense 
necessary in retaining a lawyer to fight 
the new business. Among those who/ 
live close to that section who are deep- 
ly interested in preventing the laundry 
are Paul D. Baughman, Fred Derby, 
Louis Ligrest. William J. Butler, and 
a number of others. 

They have consulted with tjamuel K. 
White, a lawyer living on South Nar- 
berth avenue, with a view to obtain- 
"iilg~"ari Injunction if necessary, on the 
grounds that the laundry would be a 
common nuisance. This seems to 'be 
the consensus of opinion among the 
residents of that section. One of them, 
in expressing his thoughts on the sub- 
ject said: "The growth of NnrbeTtli's 
business section, and the increase of 
property values in the district is di- 
rectly traceable to the high standard 
maintained. Thus no man whose prop- 
erty has increased in value because of 
this growth has any right to cash in 
on the general prosperity, at the ex- 
pense of his neighbors. ' ' 

This latter statement was made, ap- 
parently, on the basis of the statement 
that the leasing of the property is but 
a preliminary to the sale of the same. 
It is said that the Oriental has offered 
$30,000 for the comer property, and 
that the renting of the little shop is 
simply to sound out the business possi- 
bilities. 

Mr. Robert J. Nash, President of the 
Narberth Civic Association, was ap- 
proached by the protesting property 
owners, asking that the matter be 
brought to the attention of the Nar- 
berth Civic Association, which has al- 
ready performed signal service in keep- 
ing up the standard' of the Borough. 
It is probable that the problem will 'be 
.brought up for consideration «t the 
next Directors' meeting, to be held 
Wednesday night.

LetteTs of regret were 
read from Congressman Henry W. Wat- 
son, who was kept in Washington by 
official business, and from Ralph Bea- 
ver Strassburger, candidate for dele- 
gate-at-large to the national conven- 
tion, who was out of the State.

ABOUT THE GARDEN 



Just a bit difficult for one who makes 
a hobby of perennial flowering plants 
to recommend a list of desirable an- 
nuals but there is a place for annuals 
and many of them are to be highly 
recommended. 

The annuals for edging have been 
mentioned in a previous issue as have 
Snapdragons, Asters, Cosmos and the 
best of all the annals, (excepting pos- 
sibly Sweet Peas) the Annual Larkspur. 

Nasturtiums are easy to raise and 
come in bright colors in both tall and 
dwarf growing varieties. 

Phlox Drummondi Grandiflora is an- 
other easy one and comes in white, 
pink, scarlet and such colors and makes 
a fine display. 

Scabiosas grow about 30 inches tall 
and ae excellent for cutting, try some 
of the lighter shades arranged with 
(typsophila. 

Petunias are easily raised from seed 
if scattered over the soil and lightly 
covered with a little fine sand, they 
make excellent bedding plants and are 
fine for flower boxes. Rosy Morn is a 
fine pink and there is a good dark 
blue one to be had. The California 
Giants are gorgeous fellows and come 
in windicrful combinations of colors. 

Shirliey I'oppies <ire about the dain- 
tiest and prettiest flowers we have in 
the garden, but must be planted where 
they are to bloom and do not last long 
as cut flowers. For garden effect they 
are more than wortli while. 

Speaking of cut flowers reminds us 
that there are three rules for keeping 
cut flowers. First, keep them out of 
the sun. Second, keep them out of 
a draft. Third, keep them in a cool 
place. Try an experiment and put some 
cut flowers in a large container in a 
cool, dark corner in the basement and 
see how long they last.

"Told by an Idiot," by Rose Macau- 
lay, the author of "Potterism and Dan- 
gerous Ages," is full of satire and wit, 
and as the "Outlook" says: "It is 
a novel which no one who enjoys suf- 
ficient intelligence to be flattered by 
contact with a really first rate intelli- 
gence should miss."
